WHEREAS, In LLANO COUNTY, on STATE HIGHWAY 29, certain land 
vas secured from A. B. Behms for the constmction of said Highway; and 

WHEREAS, the routing of this Highway was later changed so as 
not to need this property acquired from A. B. Behms for right-of-way 
purposes; and 

WHEREAS, no consideration was shown i n the deed executed by 
A, B. Behms, 

I t i s , therefore, ordered by the Commission that the Governor 
be requested to execute a deed reconveylng this land, abandoned for 
Highway purposes, to A. B. Behms. 

WHEREAS, i n LLANO COUNTY, on STATE HIGHWAY NO. 29,certain land 
was secured from Llano County, for constmction of said Highway; and 

WHEREAS, later, the routing of this Highway was changed so as 
not to need the property acquired from Llano for right-of-way; and 

WHEREAS, no consideration was shown i n the easement, the 
property having been donated, 

I t i s , therefore, ordered by the Commission that the Governor 
be requested to execute a deed reconveylng this abandoned land to 
Llano County. 

WHEREAS, i n LLANO COUNTY, on STATE HIGHWAY NO. 29, certain 
lands were secured from Fitzsimons Land and Cattle Company, for con­
struction of said Highway; and 

WHEREAS, the routing of this Highway was later changed so as 
not to need these properties acquired from Fitzsimons Land and Cattle 
Company for right-of-way; and 

WHEREAS, these lands were donated hy said Company; and 

WHEREAS, Fitzsimons Land and Cattle Company has executed a 
deed conveying to the State, without cost, the necessary right-of-way 
on revised location, 

I t i s , therefore, ordered by the Commission that the Governor 
be requested to execute a deed reconveylng these lands on former location 
of Highway No. 29 to Fitzsimons Land and Cattle Company. 

WHEREAS, i n LLANO COUNTY, on STATE HIGHWAY NO. 29, certain 
land was secured from T. W. Norton et ux for the constmction of said 
Highway; and 

WHEREAS, the routing of this Highway was later changed so as not 
to need this land acquired for Highway purposes; and 

WHEREAS, T. W. Norton et ux have agreed to execute a deed con­
veying to the State the necessary right-of-way on revised location, pro­
vided the original tract i s reconveyed to them, i n even exchange, 

I t i s , therefore, ordered by the Commission that the Governor 
be requested to execute a deed reconveylng this land to T. W. Norton 
et ux, on condition that T. W. Norton et ux execute a deed conveying to 
the State, without cost, the necessary right-of-way on revised location, 

WHEREAS, i n LLANO COUNTY, ON STATE HIGHWAY NO. 261, certain 
lands were secured from A. J. Weyel, Jr., Trusteefor C. G. Mallot, for 
the constmction of said Highway; and 

WHEREAS, the routing of this Highway was later changed so as 
not to need a part of "Tract No. 1" of five tracts secured from C, G. 
Mallot;- and

WHEREAS, A, J. Weyel, Jr., Trustee for 0. G. Mallot, has exe­
cuted an easement conveying to the State, vithout cost, the necessary 
right-of-way on revised location, 

I t i s , therefore, ordered by the Commission that the Governor 
be requested to execute a deed reconveylng to A. J. Weyel, Jr., Trustee 
for C. G. Mallot, the portion of lands secured from him which is not 
needed for Highway purposes. 

In MATAGORDA COONTY, on feeder road, i t is ordered that a projec 
be added to the 1941 Secondary Highway Program providing for completion 
of grading, drainage structures, and surfacing extending from Markham on 
Highway No. 35 west to Highway No. 71, a distance of approximately 10.5 
miles, at an estimated total cost of $40,000, and the State Highway 
Engineer is directed to suhmit a request to the Puhlic Roads Adminis­
tration providing for this proposed program modification. 

I t is ordered by the Commission that each of the following 
projects, having been satisfactorily completed in accordance with the 
plans and specifications and approved changes, is herehy accepted as 
recommended in the report of the Engineer, and that a l l moneys due on 
each final estimate be paid to the respective contractor.

In PALO PINTO & ERATH COUNTIES, on U. S. HIGHWAY 281,it is 
ordered that appropriations of $512.80 in Palo Pinto County and 
$2,650.50 in Erath County he made for spot sodding and incidental items 
from Intersection with U. S. Highway 80 near Beacon H i l l (Palo Pinto 
County) to Morgan Mill (Erath County) which work was withdrawn from 
FAP 825-B and 813-C due to drought conditions, and the State Highway 
Engineer is directed to undertake this work hy day-lahoB methods through 
the Maintenance Division as soon as weather conditions permit.

WHEREAS, in PARKER COUNTY, on U. 8. HIGHWAY 80, the City of 
Weatherford through i t s Mayor has presented a proposal covering the 
rehabilitation of the existing pavement from the west end of the viaduct 
in the eastern part of Weatherford to the beginning of the State section 
west of the Courthouse in Weatherford whereby the City, WPA, and the 
State Highway Department might jointly improve the condition of the 
existing travel surface, and, 

WHEREAS, i t appears upon study that the improvement is desirable 
and that the City and WPA propose to proceed with their portion of this 
work with the understanding that the State Highway Department shall pro­
vide the final asphalt surface upon completion of the work contemplated 
by the City and WPA on the section from a point two blocks west of the 
Courthouse extending west, now, 

THEREFORE, i t is herehy ordered that at such time as the re­
habilitating work proposed by the City of Weatherford shall have been 
completed, the State Highway Department shall prooeed with the appli­
cation of asphalt surfacing on the section from a point two hlocks west o: 
the Courthouse extending west at a total estimated cost of $1,820, and 
an appropriation is hereby made in said amount to cover the cost of same, 
such work to he accomplished hy the State Highway Engineer through the 
Maintenance Division.

WHEREAS, in SAN AUGUSTINE COUNTY, on STATE HIGHWAY NO. 147, 
certain land was secured from W. R. Cousins; and

WHEREAS, In order to inaugurate a W. P, A. project on this land, 
San Augustine County has requested that the land he conveyed to i t ; and 

WHEREAS, this land is not now needed for State Highway purposes,! 

I t i s , therefore, ordered hy the Commission that the Governor 
he requested to execute a deed conveying this land to the County of 
San Augustine. 

I t is ordered by the Highway Commission that the State Highway 
System as approved on September 26, 1939 hy Minute Ho. 16701 he modified 
to include a loop through Aransas Pass. The description of this loop is 
to he as follows: 

From a point on State Highway Ho. 35 through Aransas Pass to a 
point on State Highway Wo. 35. 

In SUTTON COONTY at SONORA, TEXAS, i t is ordered by the 
Commission that funds in the amount of $3,250.00 he appropriated for 
the cost of constructing a standard size, 30' x 75' section warehouse; 
the construction of this warehouse to be performed hy the most economical, 
method.

In UPSHUR COUNTY, at GILMER, TEXAS, i t is ordered hy the 
Commission that an appropriation in the amount of $500.OQ be made 
for the State's part of the cost of purchasing the section warehouse 
site now occupied by the State Highway Department.

UVALDE COUNTY, having agreed to secure the necessary rights-
of-way for the construction, reconstruction and maintenance of HIGHWAY 
U. S. 90(3) extending from Uvalde East five (5) miles, Uvalde County 
is herehy requested to secure hy purchase or hy condemnation the neceseaj 
rights-of-way on Highway U. 8. 90(3) from Uvalde East five (5) miles, on 
location approved by the State Highway Department. 

Also, Uvalde County is herehy requested to secure hy purchase 
or hy condemnation the necessary right-of-way through property owned 
jointly by Mrs. Lou A. H i l l , C. C. H i l l , W. R. H i l l , and Mrs. Alma H. 
Davis and her hushand, 0. L. Davis, and located South of the location 
of the crossing of Highway U. S. 90(3) over the Leona River, for stream 
bed diversion of the Leona River as a flood prevention measure in con­
nection with the construction and reconstruction of the Leona River 
Bridge and Approaches on Highway U. 8. 90(3) near the East City limit of 
Uvalde, and on looation approved hy the State Highway Department. 

All of the rights-of-way requested herein are, in the judgment 
of the Commission, necessary for the proper construction, reconstruction 
and maintenance of Highway U. 8. 9O(S) on location approved hy the State 
Highway Department and extending from Uvalde East five miles, and the 
State Highway Engineer is herehy requested to furnish to Uvalde County 
the necessary fie l d notes and maps. 

WHEREAS, in UVALDE COUNTY on U, 8. HIGHWAY 90, two certain 
tracts or parcels of land were secured from R. L. Anderson et ux for 
construction of outfall ditches; and 

WHEREAS, i t became necessary to change the location of one 
ditch, and a part of the land descrihed as "Tract No. 2" in easement 
executed by R. L. Anderson et ux and recorded in Volume 89, Page 339, 
is no longer needed for Highway purposes; and 
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WHEREAS, R. L. Anderson et ux have executed another easement 
conveying to the State, without cost, the necessary right-of-way on re­
vised location of ditch, on condition that the State would reconvey to 
them a l l of the unused part of right-of-way on former location, 

I t i s , therefore, ordered hy the Commission that the Governor 
he requested to reconvey to E. L. Anderson et ux, the part of that 
certain land secured from them for outfall ditches on U. S. Highway 90 
which is not now needed hy the State, due to relocation of one ditch. 

In VAL VERDE COONTY, i t is ordered hy the Highway Commission 
that the description of the State Highway System as approved on 
September 25, 1939, Minute Ho. 16701 he modified changing the spur 
previously designated from U. S, Highway Ho. 90 to Langtry to a loop 
through Langtry. The designation of the loop w i l l be: 

From a point on U. S. Highway Ho. 90 through Langtry via 
"Jersey L i l l y " to a point on U. 8. Highway Ho. 90. 

In YAH ZANDT C00WTY, on HIGHWAY 243, i t is ordered that plans 
he prepared and hids received covering the construction of grading and 
drainage structures from a point near Canton on Highway 198 extending 
west toward Kaufman, a distance of approximately 5.0 miles, at a total 
estimated cost of $55,000. 

I t is further ordered that this project be developed in con­
junction with WPA labor in order that State costs may he reduced to the 
minimum. This order is conditioned upon Van Zandt County securing a l l 
right-of-way that may he considered necessary by the State Highway 
Engineer on the approved location of Highway 243 from i t s intersection 
with Highway 64 southeast of Canton to a point approximately 5.0 miles 
west of Highway 198, 

In WEBB COUNTY, on HIGHWAY 257, in accordance with the request 
made hy the Wehh County Conservation & Reclamation District together 
with a request from the County Judge of Wehh County, 

The State Highway Engineer is herehy directed to initiate 
neoessary surveys and studies to determine the feasibility of the modi­
fication of the routing of Highway 257 in order that same might cross 
the Arroyo Chacon jointly with the improvements proposed by the Webb 
County Conservation & Reclamation District. 

The State Highway Engineer is directed to furnish the Com­
mission with a report of the findings covering the desirability and 
economy of suoh proposed procedure. 

WHEREAS, Commission Minute 16380 authorized and made appropriatiibn 
for the construction of an experimental shoulder stabilization project 
on a 3 mile section of U, S, Highway 370 i n BALL OOUNTY between Memphis 
and Estelline, and 

WHEREAS, subsequent fie l d investigation showed that natural 
deposits of satisfactory road building materials were located near the 
propoeed project thus making the experimental stabilization uneconomical, 
therefore, 

I t is ordered by the Commission that the limits of the proposed 
experimental shoulder stabilization projeot he changed and a 3 mile 
section of U, 8, Highway 83 in WHEELER COUNTY from the oity of Wheeler 
south 3 miles he designated as the experimental project. This work 
is to he done through the Maintenance Division by the day labor method.
